Veterinary Surgeons' License. 

Veterinary surgeons must have a 
state license in order to practice in 
this state or be liable to a fine of 150 
and imprisonment for two months, if a 
hill to be introduced becomes a law.

The following, which is clipped fcom 
the Lexington Leader was written by 
Mr. E. H. Faulkner of the State 
College of Agncttltwre. Mr. Faulkner 
recently delivered two leetaies at the 
Boena VisU Consdidated schools. 

"There are few things about which so 
much has been said and so littiedone as 
in the matter of rural education. If 
the annual cost to the State of our 
criminal population could be used for 
one year in a systematic organization 
of our school, the next generation 
wonld And Httle use for Jails and crim- 
inal courts. 

No one is realiy ctlucated beyon;! the 
limitsof his observation and e.xperi jiice. 
It is safe to say, then, that the great 
majority of educators and people of in- 
fluence in such matters know very little 
aboat actaal eonditioBS ia the average 
rural schooL It is one tUng to boast 
of our great common scIkwI system, 
and (juite another tc describe how the 
thing is actualU iloiie. Tne task set 
for the average country school teacher 
is that of giving proper instruction to 
about fifty boys and girls, six to eigh- 
teen years of age. And this instmc- 
tiea nmst include always eight or ten 
brandies, often mora. Of course it is 
an impossible task, and everybody 
knows it. 

Some communities are waking up to 
the situation and are taking steps to 
provide real schools under conditions 
where it is possible for tsaehsw to ac- 
conplish son« thing. There are now in 
the State a number of "consolidated" 
schools. These schools are real, busi- 
ness-like places, — veritable bee-hives, 
of knowledge. One ezsBvIs will serve 
to illustrate. 

Last Friday the writer went as a 
representativeof the experiment station 
to speak to the farmers at Buena Vista 
Consolidated Schools in Garrard County. 
This community is off the railroad and 
is a splendid expanse of Kentucky Blue 
Grass farms. Last year there were 
three small schools in this community, 
—all straggling along doing the btmt 
tlieycoald. Tins year tiM same child- 
ren attend one big school and get much 
more good from it. because their 
teachers are not overworked. 

The school building is of brick, two 
stories, so built that it can easily be 
doubled in size when it becomes neces- 
sary. Th<;re are plenty of windows, 
first daas equipment, a library, steam 
boat, and a good dstan, jast eomplet- 
ed. The view from' the windows is un- 
excelled. One can't help noticing the 
great difference between the black 
roofs and sparrows' nesb> of the city 
and the blue grass Mds sf thsusaalii, 
as a landscape. 

The bnihling|is not the most import- 
aatpartoC tiw sdteme. There are 
wafloaapr«vidsdtobrii«ths chOdnn 
to school in the morning and carry 
them home again at night. These an 
covered and may be closed completely 
by storm curtains. Each is neatly 
painted and bears the name of|its route. 

This arrangement provides a con- 
venient and attractive meeting place 
for other purpose as well as school.

Two Great Caal Arsaa. 

In speaking of Kentucky as a coal 
kUte the survey says in part: 

*'Kentncky ia the only one of the 
coal-producing sUtes which has tilth- 
in iu lionlers areas beloBging to any 
two of tlie great eoal Selds. The east- 
ern coantles at the stote are nnder- 
labi by tbe coal beds of the great Ap- 
palachian HoBBtain system, extending 
entirely aeroaa tbe aUto ia a aorth- 
east-soathwest dtoaetlon. while the 
southern liiUto ot the central or east- 
em interior fleld am foaad in tbe more 
northern conntlea of tbo wsatem psrt 
of the state. 

Tbe total area naderlain by coal in 
the eastern coantles of Kentucky is 
estimated at 19JXI9 aqnare miles, and 
• he coal-lwaring areaa in the western 
part of tbe state are eatlmated to conr 
tain 6,400 square miles, or somewhat 
mofe than une-haU of that of tbe east- 
ern part. Up to the close of 1911 tbe 
larger part of the production of tbe 
state had been from the western dis- 
iiict. but as a result of extensive de- 
vplopraents in Harlan. Johnson, Letch- 
er and Pike counties, tbe larger part 
of tbe coal production in 1913 was 
from the eastern part of tbe state. 
There Is little probability of the west- 
ern district again gnlalag the aacend- 
ancy. 

New Record For State. 

"The [iroduction of coal in Kentucky 
e.-;ial)li.-;he(l a new record in 1'.112 with 
a total of lij.49i),D21 short tons, an in- 
crease of 2,44i),81H tons, or 17.4 per 
cent over 1911, and of l,H67."-'oi' tons 
over the niaxinium output of 1910. The 
value increased $2,845,749, or M.Z per 
t ent, from $14,0OMM la ItU to 116.- 
8.',4.2o7 in 1912. 

■Kentucky participated in the gen- 
eral advance in prices, the average 
value per ion being $1.U2 in 1912 
against 99 cents in 1911. Tlie in -reas- 
ed production in 1912 was due chiefly 
to the new development in Kastern 
Kentucky, for although the western 
counties exhibited a gain of 712,7S7 
tons, and the largest gain in any one 
( ounty was in the western field, the 
tot.il tijin in the eastern part of the 
stale was 1.728,031 tons, or over 1.000,- 
iMiH tons more than the gain in the 
ue.Ttnru counties. Moreover, the west- 
ern district did not reach by over 450,- 
00" ions the record made in 1910, 
wii:le in the eastern counties the gain 
ov.-r I'MH was nearly 2.340,Ooo tons.

have a large middle and a strong con- 
stitution to insure the best results. 
She must also have a lariie udder, 
large milk wells, large crooked milk 
veins and good-sized teats. 

Her bead should be clean and an- 
gular in appearance, with tbe eyes 
standing out prominently. The neck 
ahould be rather long and lean; the 
shoulders pointed and the backbone 
rather prominent. The skin should be | 
loose and soft to the touch. In select- 
ing herd bulls either mature animals 
which have already demonstrated 
their -aorth as sires or younger ani- 
mals from high-testing dams and sires 
only should be used. 

The best and surest results will 
always follow the use of a mature 
sire which has sired heifers with 
good records. A good dairy bull 
should be kept until he is twelve or 
fifteen years old; in fact, as long as 
he Is a sure sire. Real good sires are 
so rare that when we do flad aaa ba 
should die only of old age. 

All breeders at dairy cattle should 
secure yearly teato on each and every 
cow in the herd, ttsftsr tsato do not 
really mean very aaak. It in tba cow 
that ataya Igr tar I* tkat la virily 
valuable.
